7 GE Conftitution by your Holynefs in the 
Month uf September Jaft, was no fooner deli- 

vered, by Order of our moft Chriftian King, to the 
Cardinals, Archbithops and Bifhops who were in this 
Royal City, than we entertained a Refolution to tefti- 
fy to che Apoftolical Sce the Refpe& we owe to it, 
and to exhibit, by treading in the Footfteps of our Pre- 
deceffors, more illuftrious Preots than any other Na- 
tion, of our Zeal for the Majefty of the chicf See. 

’Twas with Intention the better to execute this Re- 
folution that we epplicd our felves with great Labo- 
rioufnefs,and with «ii poffible Diligence,to difcover the 
Errors which deferved to be proteribed ; to confirm the 
antient Tenets; co alleviate che Bitternefs and Heat of 
Contefts,often dangerous, among Theologifts,and to re- 
ftrain them within their joft Bounds; to preferve to 
them at the fame time, confermab'y to the wife Con- 


- du@ of the holy Fathers of the Council of Trent and of 


the Popes, the Liberty which they ought to have with 
Refpeé tothe Opinions received in the Schools ; and to 
Procure to the Churches, which Divine Providence has 
int: ufted to us, a Peace which might-not only have the 
Appearances of one,but might be firm and lait for ever. 

This was, doubtlefs, moft Holy Father, and this 
will always be the Intention and Defign of your Ho-

Te was at firft agreed among the Bi

up with very great Pains inthe fpace of three intire 
onths; and Forty Bifhops, after having approved 
‘them, refolved to Sub{cribe to your Conftitution, and 
to publith it with thofe Explanations.

dernefs, to defire his Affiftance ia the Affijction we
